5500,000 appropriation, and it had been 
generally understood that there ivas 
hut small chance of its securing favor 
at the hands of the treasury depart- 
ment at the present 
time, although 


Lowell's needs .would be recognized la- 
ter on after war 
expenditures made 
less economy necessary. 
However, the 


matter is on the way to congressional 
consideration, hut it is not yet possible 
to say whether 
or not the treasury 


recommendations for the •!.:. cities will 
be favorably acted on at this session. 


Much confusion was caused by the 


mistaken announcement made in some 
•Washington news Quarters 
and sent 


broadcast, to the effect that an appro- 
priation of five hundred thousand dol- 
lars had been made for housing pur- 


poses in Lowell, and also stuns men- 
tioned for the other cities named in 
the treasury list. As a matter of fact, 
the treasury does not handle the hous- 
ing question, which is one over which 
the departments of war and of labor 
have absolute control.

SWAT 'EM, GARDENERS! 


Watch out gardeners, or the bug'll 


get you. That is, they'll grab off some 
of 
your good garden products while 


you're not looking, unless you take 'em 
by the forelock, or whatever it is you 
take bugs by, and send 'em to King- 
dom Come. 
Have you ever seen a. hug eat. Mr. 


Gardener, asks today's bulletin from 
the National War Garden commission. 
They don't all eat in the same way. 
Some bite out small portions of plants, 
then chew and swallow them in a 
real human way. . Other bugs belong 
to the nursing bottle class and suck 
their food, the juice or sap of plants. 
Most bugs are partial to tender young 
garden plants. 


No.w, 
Mr. and Mrs. Gardener, in 


your'right against insects, remember 
the two classes. The chewing class is 
killed' by feeding them poisons; 
the 


sucking class by remedies which kill 
by coming in contact with their bodies 
and smothering or dissolving them. 
in other words, "gassing them.'' 
Remember 
you cannot 
poison a 


sucking rr;ei-t because, lift- sticks his 


bill right through the poison into the 
leaf or stem and sucks out the juice 
just like a mosquito sucks blood out 
of votir hand. Some of these are the 
plain lice or aphids. and 
the 
true 
bugs like the squash bug. These must 
be killed with 
contact sprays like 


nicotene sulphate, kerosene emulsion, 
tobacco tea or spraying soaps. 
The chewing insects are easiest to 


recoenize since they eat the plants. 
Jlost of these do eating as worms 
rather than as mature insects. In the 
mature stage they are beetles, moths, 
and butterflies. Some of 
these 
are 


cabbage worms and potato 
beetles. 


Kill these by spraying or dusting on 
the plants such poisons as arsenate 
of lead and Paris green. When the 
insects eat the poison it is all up with 
them. 
Home of the chewing insects, like 


the cutworms, are killed by poisoned 
bait. -.The garden slugs are also killed 
by poisoned bait. Get help in your 
garden, work by sending to the Na- 
tional War Garden commission, "Wash- 
ington, for a free copy of the garden 
primers.

night is absolute; you are never al- 
lowed to have any light on the ship 
at night; you are not even allowed to 
smoke because the lighted end of a 
cigaret could be seen (or many miles. 
That is the strictest rule in the fleet. 


We were' nearly rammed one night 


as a consequence of this rule. We 
had a hurry call to so out and pick 
up some survivors from a torpedoed 
ship and along with us went one of 
. those big sea.-going tugs. . We picked 
up the- disabled ship all right— she 
was still afloat. 
We were maneuvering around the 


spot when we saw a white wake of 
the hind that . a. 
periscope 
makes 


through the water at night, coming 
right down on us on our port side. 


The officer 'of the deck gave orders 


for full speed astern and swung the 
ship sharply just in time to miss the 
big tug whcih wenl tearing right by 
us. If that had hit us she would have 
gone through us. We

mail)—One of the unsung heroes of 
the war is the military surgeon. No 
man has been harder worked in the 
tremendous fighting of the past few 
weeks, and his work has been in most 
cases far from pleasant.

there is for the infantry or artillery 
officer. 
It is one thing to dash about 


under fire intent on killing or being 
killed; it is another thing to dash 
about under tire and take the same 
risks while calmly attending to those

men as they pass avert their heads. 
"Thank God, I am not a. doctor." said 
an officer who had been detailed to 
inspect a. number of improvised cas- 
ualty clearing stations along the front 
during a. recent attack.

Carrots are a hardy garden vegeta-

We had many a narrow squeak 


running at night without lights.

Why do our manufacturers pay the 


high freight rates now 
necessary in 


order to obtain an article

know, an abundance of clay 
in

clay is produced here, and of a char- 
acter suitable for pottery, 
porcelains i 


and other articles which require clays 
of special excellence in 
their

• Mid becomes in itself instrumental in 


i tjie cieation of 
new 
opinion. The 


function of the critic is, therefore, of 
tremendous significance in moments 
Cf_ national crisis. When a figure of 


f large national 
proportions exercises 


1 this function, his potency for good or 


evil becomes a question of vital im- 
portance. In such an instance it is 
much *afer for the nation generally 
to be free from his utterances un- 
less he is a thoroughly well balanced 
man. Except in moments of extreme 
warrant, on a problem turning on a 
specific issue, and when the critic is 
abo^e suspicion of partisan motives, 
3ie_had better be silent.

THE WAR 


Germany's latest drive in two di- 


rections—towards Paris and the chan- 
nel—was planned with 
the 
utmost 


skill and deliberation. All the forces 
that could be massed for the onset 
were on hand and all the death-deal- 
ing.agencies that Germany could pro- 
cure were in readiness for use in the 
irst dash against the allied lines. The 
numbers are said to have been ten to 
one while the array of tanks and the 
bursting of shells spreading suffocat- 
ng gases, added greatly to the ordi- 
nary modes of attack and were largely 
responsible for the retreat 
of 
the 


allied forces. 


In this drive Germany has 
mar- 


shaled all her greatest forces. If they 
can be held back or stayed until the 
Americans get into line, there is hope 
.hat the Teutons will not reach Paris. 


But if they should, that would not 


end the war. It might ba possible 
o surround Paris and 
compel 
the 


iermans in the city to surrender. 
But it is to be hoped the allies will 


not only stop the Germans but drive 
hem back after they have spent their 
•ent up energy in the initial attack. 
It was claimed that the Teutons 


would not resort to the solid mass at- 
acks in which large bodies of men 
re sent forward in close 
formation 


against the allied lines', regardless 


cost, but that was the method again 


adopted in the recent drive. 


Vvhen, however, the 
enemy 
got 


through the lines of defense, the fight- 
ing was in the open and for the allies 
was merely a rear guard action. 


General I'och is now expected to 


come to the rescue with all his re- 
serves and General Perching may be 
asked to throw the whole American 
army in the path of the Teutons. 


While the situation has 
alarming 


features, it should bo remembered that 
the Germans in their dash for Paris 
in 1914 reached the river Marne in 
September but were driven back more 
quickly than they advanced. 


The situation is different now, how- 


ever. Russia was then pounding the 
Germans on the eastern front, but 
now that she is out of the conflict, 
all the enemy forces are concentrated 
on the west. 


Doubtless Rhelms and Soissons will 


fall; but it is hoped that before the 
Teutons reach the Marne, they wll 
be turned back and that the alllei 
forces may be able to 
reverse 
th 


present situation. 


While Paris seems to be the mail 


objective of the Germans, if they are 
beaten ill that, they will turn upoi 
the other drive towards the channel 
Thus they compel the allies to divide 
their main forces so as to defend botl' 
with equal security. 


The next few days will probably 


bring a complete"change in the situa 
lion.
